Loꝛd rate them krom this Citie and Suburbs, and 
put in the Magiſtrates heads to puniſl) them with 
moꝛe and moꝛe ſeueritie: Foꝛ theſe and their compa⸗ 
nions axe cauſes of all mutinies:andit is miraculous 
they haue not long ſince wꝛought ſome great miſ- 
chiete, ſuch a malcontent was Grant, by loſe life gro⸗ 
wen to pouertie: and to raiſe his ſtate, what courſe 
takes he, but to be a ring⸗ leader of rebellion, and to 
intice pong men and Pꝛentiles to his faction. Mell 
God hath cut him olf, and will vndoutedly cut you 
all off that intend ſo ill: therfozeina word J intreat 
ye, that haue no ſciences to liue by, ſerue honoꝛably 
fo your Pꝛince and Country, and dpe not inkamou⸗ 
fly among pour familiars. To the other J will vie
